NOTES OF THE WEEK. : 


On Monday next the Premier will complete fifty yeirs of political life, 
Such a jubilee cannot be without interest to all E iglishmen, of whatever poli- 
tical opinion or religious creed. Mr. Gladstone's earnestness of purpose, his 
sosurpassed personal influence, iadomilable will, and stirring eloquence belong 
to all England, and will fill a conspicuous and memorable page in the history of 
the age. The circumstance cannot be without peculiar feelings to Jews, that 
the most active years of Mr. Gladstone's political life have been spent in eup- 


porting those liberal principles by the triamph of which they have directly 
beccfited as free citizens in a free State. 


Since he became converted to Liberal ideas, no man epoké and voted more 
continuoutly in favour of the removal of the civil and rolitical disabilities of 
the Jews than did Mr, Gladstone, Exigencies of state-craft may occasionally — 
asin the recent Ruesian crisis—have prevented him from giving, in support of 
Jewish queetions, such free utterance to the just eentiments be is kuown to 
cherish, but the broad fact remains that to the present Premier we are indebted 
for a consistent and an elcqnent support of their cause in Parliament, on | to 
his specces and votes is it due, in a large measure, that Jews sit in Parliament | 
Above all is it dae to his own act that Sir George Jessel sits in the first 
rank of English judges as Master of the Rolls. 


It is unea’e to rely upon the stability of any of the ever-varying moods 
of the Porte, Bat its presect attitude towards the proposals made for the 
e .couragement of the employment of foreign capital in Turkey will probably 
g ve rise to hopes tha: mach of this foreign capital can be utilised ia colonisa- 
tion schemes, Jews would be enabled to take advantage of whatever facilities 
may be granted in this direction. It is well known that Jewish colonisation in 
Palestine is regarded with much jealousy by the Porte, owing to the absurdly 
exaggerated reports which have reached Turkey respecting alleged schemes for a 
restoration of the Jews to the Holy Land. Men like Mr, Laurence Oliphant 
will know how to tuen to advantage the present attitude of the Porte towards 
the employment of fereign capital in Tarkey, and at the same time allay fears 
regarding the question of the sovereign rights of the Sultan. 


We commend to the serivtis attention of our Americ in brethrea tho circum- 
stances connected with the suspension of M. Kriger, Secretary of the Governor 
of Palestine. If the details given by our Jerusalem correapondeut — whose impar- 
tiality we can vouch for as beyond donbt—should prove to ba strictly correct, 
our Ccoreligionist has indeed teen harshly dealt with. He has in many ways 
proved his fitness for the position he worthily filled, and it would indood be a 
rad blow to our hopes for the employment of Jews in official capacities in 
Torkey, and especially Palestine, if the represeatative of an enlightened and 
free country such as the Ucited States should be influenced by conversionist 
surroundings and actually secure the suspension of an able and trustworthy 
officiel merely on the ground that the official had unintentionally been wanting 
in showing the American citizen due respect. The point wasa trivial one and 
sould not, even if it had not been satisfactorily explained, have carried with it 
such serious consequences to M. Kriger and indirectly to the Jewish community 
at Jerasalem. In concerns the cignity of the United States to prevent so great

It is proved beyond doubt that the lives of Jews are highly favourable 


from an insurance point of view. It is strange, however, that no Life [osor. 
ance Company has thought it worth while to offer to insure Jewish lives at 
special rates, This idea bas been repeatedly mentioned by us. We observe that 
some insurance societies offer specially low rates to total abstainers. The 
experience of the “ Temperance and General Provident Institution ” proves that 
there is ample justification for the favourable terms upon which teetotallers ar 

thus placed. ‘The mortality rates among Jews, so far as they are availabl.® 
‘fully prove that Jewish lives are quite as favourable for insurance purposes as 
those of total abstainers. Io fact, it is an established fact that tho proverbial’ 
sobriety of the Jews has been an important factor in the proved longevity of 
the Jewish race, 


Recent intelligence indicates that the fact is being forcibly brought home 
to the Russian people that they would gain little by the absence of the Jews, 
We have repeatedly given particulars proving the utter groundlesences of the 
vogue charges of “ exploitation” made against the Jews in Rusria by these 
who attempted the defence of the cruel outrages against the u. As a broad fact, 
the Jews are made the scapegoats for the general tios of the people at 
large. It is proved beyond all doubt that io the districts where Jews are not 
permitted to dwell drunkenness is as rife as in all parte of the Empire ; excers 
of drinking beirg really a national vice, encouraged to @ great extent by the 
number of holidays obeerved by the Greek Church. The non-Jewish money 
lenders are far more oppressive in their dealiogs with the peasantry than the 
Jews. A St. Petersburg telegram says the failure of the Municipal Bark of 
tkopin in the Province of Riszan, for over 12 million rcubles, bas ruined the 
whole tuwn, as well as hundreds of families eloewhere, whose money it held. 
This Monicipal Bank, we need scarcely mention, is not a Jewish inetitation. 
Put the correspondent cf the J'imes shows that this failure is not an isolated 

Ore. Ina telegram dated Sunday last, he says : 


all the large towns is painfully concentrated on the daily announcements of bank 
failures, peculation, embezz'ement, frauds, and robberies of every kin’. Scarosly a 
day passers without the news of some bank having been found insolvent, of in a 
critical condition ; or of some cashier of a Government instivution or benevolent 
society having appropriated the fands and ‘ cooked’ the accousts. I have already 
informed you of the failare of the Manicipal Bank of Skopin, in the province of 
Riazan, for over 12 millions, It is a legal point whether in this instance the whole 
of the inhabitants, through their municipal authorities, will not be held responsible, 
It is calc nlated that the embezz'ement«and robberies, both private and official, hare, 
during this year alone, amounted to over 25 millions of roubles.” 


Too mech importance should not be attached to the possib'e results of the 
diplomatic representations of the United States Government upon the endject 
of the oppression of thy Jews of Roesis. It ie, nevertheless, satisfactory to find 
that again this year the Presidents’ Message contains a reference to the subject. 
President Arthur eaid: “ The friendliness of the United Sates with Rusia 
has been unbroken, and courteous remonstrance against the proscription of the 
Jews was courteously received,” 


Our correepondert “K.” expreeses his astovishment and concern at ths 
reeult of the election of Reader of the Liverpool Old Hebnw 
Congregation. Without going into the relative merits of the candi- 
dates for the Liverpool appointments, we may yet say that the resolt 
of the clection dees undoubtediy raiee the question as to the respon- 
sibilities of English-speaking congregations towards Jewa’ College. We join 
with our correspordent in the desire to say nothing that may disparage the 
Rev, Mr. Burman. He must, we presume, bo a suitable gentleman for the post 
to which he has been elected, for the timple reason that be has been eo elected. 
That he has becrr choten by the congregation, in itself should prove bis fi ness, 
Bat what though(fal meu among us ask ia, whether it is fair that any Anglo- 
Jewish congregation, and not the Liverpool congregation in particular, should 
decline to give weight to the claim of astudent of Jews’ College to any ministerial 
office which may be at their disposal. . We do not pretend for one moment that 
sudents of the College should bs “ pitchforked " into clerical positions simply 
because they happen to have been trained within the walla of that Institution, 
Happily the carefulness exercised by Dr. Friediinder in permitting only those 
of his alumni to seek office who sre competent to perform its duties is too great 
to make such a contingency possible. All we affirm is—and. we do so with all 
earnestnere—that the relations of tynagogue-e'cctors to the cne Institution 
which the community poreesses for the trainiog of ministers ought to be 
placed on a firmer and lees equivocal footing. Lf Jews’ College is a recognized 
communal institution, its stadents ought undoub'edly to have the proference, 
other things being equal, whenever a vacancy in a ministerial position is to be 
filled np. -It is only bare jastice both to the College and to the young mon 
whom it educates that this should be the case. 


One aspect of the subject our correspondent has omitted to deal with, In 
choosing a minister a congregation ovght-to look a little beyond their own 
immediate requirements... It is easy to imegine a corgregation in this country 
or even in the metropolis itself whose ideas are such as to make a 
pleasing volce the sole qualification they look for ina minister. Chasonuth by 
iteclf has the power to move their hearts and that ie enongh. But they must 
not forget that there are those growing up around them who will not be so 
easily satisied. ‘Their children will need other agents than Chazonuth to 
imprees them when engeged in worship. They will come to look b yond the 
synagogue for a part of the minister's sphere of action. ‘1 bey will learn to 
require that even a “ teader "' shall minister in the homes of his congregants as 
well as on the Almerar, and bea worthy representative of tho eynagogae in 
the eyes of other denomivations. The old order changeth and giveth place to 
the new, even in Jewish congregations, The religious ideas and wants of one 
generation are not always identical with thoee of its immediate predecossor. If 
congregations would bear this in mind they would show more digerimir siioa in 


| the choice of their ministers, | 


At the last meeting of the Anglo-Jewieh Association the subject of training 
(under the direction of the Arovciation) young men to act es teachers in 
Jewish schools in the East was considered, Action in thie matter should be 
confined to the Aesociation taking advantage of the orgauisetion of the 
Alliance Israelite Universelle ia Paris to train teachers. Ii might offer epecial 
facilities and inducements to teachers to perfect themselves in the Logiish lan- 
guage and might make gran's towards the general training: of such teachers, 
but to eet up a training system in addition, or what might appear to be in 
tivalry, to the excellent organisation in Paris, would be a waste of power and 
of means. There is need of all the force and money that can be applied 
towards assisting the Alliance echools in the East without the Association 
entering upon further experiments in training teachers in- London, 


We are pleased to fird that our suggestion to the eff-ct that a more 
permanent character should be given to the temporary removal of the inmates 
of the Portuguese Orphanage ia Bovis Marke to the Jows’ Hospital and Orpbau 
Asylum ig supported by one eminently able to speak with authority on the 
subject as Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, whose letter we publish ia another colamn, 
Mr. Cohen was President of the O phan Aevylum when the project of amwalga- 
mating the Jews’ Hospital at Lower Norwood and the Orphan Asylam io the 


part in the negotiations between the two bodies and helped greatly by his

greater proportion th in any other. £o far, thon, fron the fears entertained at 


the time of the amalgamation of the two charities beiog realicel they are 


proved to have been utterly groundless. In the same way we believe would it 
be proved in practics that every reasonab'e wish or condition imposed by the 
Portugese anthorities could be fally met. The details would be easily arranged 
if the principle of fusion be once accepted, The sub) ct should be courige- 
ously approached without prejadice against the propoeed change merely because 
it is a change. 


There ie one matter upon which Mr. Cohen has not touched, to which we 
invite the serious attention of the Sephardim authorities. The congregational 
property in Bevis Marke is of great value. The time will come when the 
members of the synagogue will probably recognise how mach of this increment 
of value is unavailable for the purposes of the congregation, owing to 80 
many of the honses aronnd the ancient synagogue being reserve! for congre- 
gational or charitable purposes. The foresight of the ancestors of the members 
ia not turned to the best accondt. Oa a moderate calculation doable the 
nomber of Sephardi orphans could be maintained at Norwood at the same cost 


as the twelve entailed in the orphanage in Bovis Marks. Oa the grounds of 


physical benef't, economy, increase} charity to a larger number, and ia fact’ on 
every ground, other than parely eentimental, the permanent housing of the 
orphans at Norwood would be in the highest degree beneficial. We by no means 
depreciate the sentimental objection. We believe it is one entitled to the 
highest reepect and consideration. Bat it could be removed if only the 
question were approached in an unimpassioned spirit, There could not be any 
desire to place unnecessary obstacles in the way of the Sephardi boys being 
trained at Norwood in the custou # and according to the ritual of their ancestors 
of whom the entire Jewish community are proud. 


Ono of the “ signs of the times” is the election of Mr. Philip Magnus, ex- 
Minister of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, toa seat at the Council of Jews’ 
College, which he has just accepted. He is, we believe, the first member of the 
Reform congregation who has bectiel: a memberof the Council, Themore 
thoroughly representative this bedy is made the more widely will it command the 
tupport of the community. The principle that the congregations should directly 


cocrtribute to the support of the College has teen provided for in the new Con-- 


stitution of the College by the provision that any public body contributing acertain 
amount per anotm is entitled to elect a representative on the management of 
the College. In accordance with this provision the Council of the United Syna- 
sogue (which makes a yearly grant of £200) send six deleg utes to the Counc'l 
of the College. 


. When the late Mr. A. C Barnell,a member of the Iniian Civil Service, 
and a distingaished Orientalist, died, it was stated that he was of Jewish 
extraction.

ORPHANAGE AND TdHE JEWS’ 
AND ORPHAN ASYLUM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH OHRONICLE.”’ 

Sir,—I read with great satisfaction the references in your last week's issue to 
the t mporary reception of the children of the Spanish and Portuguese Orphan 
Home into the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, at Lower Norwood. Iam sure 
the Committee of the Norwood institution were all pleased that they were enabled 
to be of service to the managers of their sister charity in the emergency occasioned 
by the recent dieastrous fire, and I think they would have all the greater reason to 
rejoice that circumstances admitted of this temporary arrangement, if, as you 
suggested in your Note of laet week, it were to be the means of bringing about an 
amalgamation of the Portuguese Orphan Home and the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, | 

You referred last week to the difficulties which had to be surmounted before the 
fusion of the Jews’ Hospital with the Jews’ Orphan Asylum was accomplished. As 
I had some small share in overcoming. there obstacles, I have a very vivid recollec- 
tion of the objections that were raised and the misgivings which were expressed, 
even by some of the best and most zealous friends of both institutions. 

The letter from the four gentlemen who originated that amalgamation was 
received by the Committee of the Jews’ Orphan Asylum in March, 1874, and it was 
not till 16th January, 1876 (nearly two years later), that the Subscribers and 
Governors of that charity at a special general court sanctioned the scheme which 
had been prepared for carrying the union into effect, 

Far te it from me to reflect on this long interval or on the groundlseness of 
the fears that were expressed. I would with greater readiness, were it necessary, 
dilate on the advantages which have resulted from the step. But it is wholly 
unnecessary. The success of the fusion has been proved in public on many occa- 
tions, and I have every confidence that at each of the semi-annual general courts 
held at Norwood, increasing proof may be furnished of the wisdom of the resolution 
adopted nearly seven years ago. 

That which, however, may be said to have been then a matter of conjecture 
and experiment, can now only be described as a matter of established fact. More- 
over, in the present instance circumstances have enabled the policy of amalgama- 
tion to be adopted tentatively, an advantage of overwhelming force which was not 
oTered to us in 1876, Iam willing that the Portuguese auttorities themselves 
should be the jadges of the test. Fur from desiring that they should surrender 
any condition on which they set value, I hope they will see that all necessary dis- 
tinetive regulations are perpetuated ; and I am confident they will find in thie, as 
in every other instance, that the fusion of two charities having kindred objects is 
calculated to further the objects and to strengthen the traditions of each constituent 
institution, whilst the progress and prosperity of both are aseured, 

It ia well known that at Norwood we have at present upwards of 190 orphan 
inmates—considerably more than three times the number that used to be housed at 
the Tenter Ground— so that, as was to be expected, the interests of orphan children 
have benefited by the amalgamation, and not once has it been necessary to put in 
force the rules of preferential election which were reserved by the scheme of amal- 
gamation to orphan candidates in case the number of such children should fall 
below the stipulated proportion. ! 

I will not refer to the probable beneficial influence on other matters affecting 
the two Congregations which such a fusion would exercise. It is better to proceed 
slowly, and probably on that account the more surely. My only object- in writing 
to you now is that a step may be held in contemplation which on social, on financial, 
and on sabitary grounds, is much to be desired, and that nothing may be spent, I 
bad almost written wasted, in the restoration of a separate Portuguese Orphon 
Asylum, which is entirely uncalled for, and which would be seriously lanente?.

THE LESSON OF THE ELECTION OF A. CHAZAN AT LIVARPOOL 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 

Sir,—The result of the election of Minister to the Liverpool Old Hebrew Con- 
gregation has caused me, in common, I doubt not with many of your realers, much 
surprise and regret, According to Lord B-aconsfield, “the unexpected always 
happens.” The unexpected has happened, at any rate, in the Liverpool community. 
Not that the result of the election was not foreseen for sometime. I understan1 
that it was well koown upon whom the choice of the members had fallen long 
before it was ratified by their votes, But what has astonished me is that such a 
congrezation as that which worships in the Priaces Road Synigosae should have 
deliberately sacrificed the opportunxity which was presented to it of recognizing the 
claims to its consideration of Haglish-bora candidates for the Ministry. 

The congregation has made a distinctly retrograde movement. It has hithert> 
always prided iteelf upon its progressive and enlightened spirit. The service ia its 
synagogue has always been greatly in advance of that performel in most other 
Jewish places of worehip in the liberal response it has made to the requirements of 
the age. It has continuously cherished a lofty notion of what a minister's duty 
should be. I have no hesitation in affirming that by its decision of Sunday last, the 
congregation has proved false to ite best and most characteristic traditions, and with 
one irrevocable act overturned the work of years. 

The occasion seems to me, Sir, to be one for plain and fearless epoaking. Io one 
sense a congregation is its own master and may ©0932 as iss minister whom- 
soever it please, without external iaterference. Bat there is afar wider aspect to 
the case. The acts of one congregation exert an influence, good or evil, as the case 
may be upon the policy and procedure of others. The election in Liverpool may 
probably help in no small degree to determine the result of similar elections else- 
where, | 

The contrast lay between a student of Jews’ College and a foreign Chazan— 
between the claims of an institution expressly founded for the purpose of provi lig 
English-born and properly-trained ministers for English synagogues and that system 
of requiring vox et preteren nihil which has to often been deservedly condemned ia 
your columns, I have not one word to say against the successful candidate. He is, 
I have no doubt, everything that he claims tobe. The fault lies net with him, bat 
with the electors who deliberately ignored their traditional ideal and neglected the 


demands which Jews’ College makes upon their moral support, Can we wonder if: 


ema'ler congregations with lees pretensions to enlightenment plead the example of 
the Liverpool Jews in extenuation of similar acts of injustice which they themselves 
commit? Or can we worder that parents can with difficulty be induced to edu. 
cate their sons for the Anglo-Jewish ministry, and that those who are so indaced 
belong almost exclusively to the humbler classes’ Surely, the sacrifices which the 
choice of the ministerial profession impores upon Jews are sufficiently heavy and 
the anxieties attending it sufficiently serious to make men pause before they finally 
select it for their children or themselves. The uncertainty of obtaining a suitable 
sphere of labour when one ecems to preeent itself should not be permitted to increase 
the unattractiveness of the ministerial vocation. In its last report the Council of 
Jews’ College once more points out the need which exista for more studenta for 
the ministry. But who will becomea student when he knows that, after years of 
patient study, he may eee the prizes of the profession, to obtaining one of which he has 


devoted his life and intellectual strength, slip from his grasp through the thought. 


leeanesa or the caprice of a congregation, 
It is high time that congregations should be impressed with a sense of their 


| responsibilities in regard to this question, They are not at liverty to bd a law unto 


themselves, Their action with respect to the choics of a minister, as with respect 
to other mattere, becomer, as I have said, an example which cannot fail to be con- 
tagious, Bat apart from this there are the claims of Jews’ College and ite 
students, which demand a more sympathetic consideration than they have hitherto 
obtained. The question is, are young men who have been specially trained to 
minister in English synagogues to be passed over whenever an election occurs, such as 


. that which took place in Liverpool last Sunday ; or are they to be regarded as having 


a prior right to the esuffrages of the electors. If the latter be the vase—and I 
emphatically affirm that it is—then it behoves Anglo-Jewish congregations to 
realise and practically to fulfil the serious obligations which are thus cast upon them, 
But if the former be the case, then the difficu'ty will solve itself ; since the absolute 
want of English candidates for the ministry will make their rejection in time to 
coms a matter of impossibility.

THE LESSON OF HANUCAH., 
TO THE KDITOK OF THE ** JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sim,—Perhaps you will allow me to evlarge somewhat upon the views you 
express with regard to Hanucah in your “ Notes of the Week" in last Friday's 
Chronicle, 

It is well worth reflecting how would the history of mankind for the past two 
thousand years have been changed had the single“ tribe " of the Jews been absorbed 
by the surrounding nation: and their religion effaced in the days of Antiochus! 
All the events of that pe.iod which are to be ascribed to the progress of Christianity 
and Mohammedanism wou'd have had no place in history inthe abeeace of these 
primary Causes, aud it is beyond human speculation to divine what the course of 
evente would have been otherwiss, aad the condition of mankind now, 

From these remarks it will be appareat how ill-considered the reflections of 
Profesor Goldwin Smith on the Jewish Parim are, which, in his recent article in 
the .Vinefcenth Century, he characteris 5 as “ tcibal”’ celebration. The Feast of 
Purim, as well as that of Hanucab might be observed by Christians as well as by 
Jews, and, indeed, by all mankiaod, Christians in particular might jabilate on these 
festal days at the preservetion of the race which gave birth to the founder of their 


religion and his Apostles, and to whom they are immediately intebted for almost 


all that entitles Christianit) to be regarled as a highly moral religion. 

The Feast of Hanucah, which commemora‘es the preservation of the 
Judaic religion, affords anample field for reflection in that reference. Whether 
we consider the trials and troubles that our race has undergone since the memor- 
able petiod of the Maccabees, and the rumerous attemp's, made at various times, 
to tear them from the bosom of their faith, or the growth of Judaism #'nce then 
through the successive ages of the Tanaim, Amoraim, Gaonim, and Rabbis, till it 
culminated in the Shulchan Aruch, ita influence on the welfare of mankind as 
the original source of modera civilisation, being the parent of Christianity and 
Mobammedanism in their numerous fu:ms of profession—each of there}t: p's worl! 
afford a fertile theme for discussion appropriate t» the oscasion, Recent coutro- 
versies, however, in various periodicals, suggest the consideration of the nature of 
Judaism aud its teachings with respect to those who are beyond its pale, 

The general tone of this age with respect to religion may be described roughly 
as one of dis«atisfaction with all the existing religious systems. Even those who 
extol Christianity for its “ Universality’ have little or nothing else to eay in its favour 


whilst the mysterious doctrine of the Trinity can never be cherished by men of | 


rationalistic prociivities. In other respects its moral code is borrowed from Judaism, 
and its dogmas are unpalatable. 

Judaism, on the other hand, which would be highly acceptable as a pure and 
glorious monotheism, consecrated by numerous tra litions aod avsociations, and 
posressing & moral code of unsurpassed excellence, is yet objected to on account of 
the barrier of the Law wich which it is surrounde), and which, it is alleged, 
renders it inaccessible to Geatiles. is teas that pros lytes ave froely admitted by 
the Jews, yet the prac ive of the law which Judaism proper entails serves as an 
effectual deter:ent to those who would gladly enter its fold, and hence the reproach 
of “ tribalism " againet it, Ino order to render Judaism more accessible the process 
of “levelling down " has recently been recommended—to modify it, so as to render 


it more eavy in practice, This, however, would amount in effect to granting afree . 


license to every one who wishe 1 to enter the fold of J udairm to effect a breach in 
any part of its barrier most convenient to the in lividaal, which is absurd. 
The fact is that Jud.ism is little understood by those who suggest ruch eatreme 
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remedies for rendering it universal, If the object be to render it acceptable to the 
Gentiles, there is no need of reforming Judaism, as has been proposed, The Law 
iteelf provides for that in the institution of “ Prosalytes of the Gates,” and we need 
only to break one Rabbinic rule which forbids the admission of sach proselytes in 
these days, and re-establish that order of Gcerim, and Judaism divested of the Law and 
of all dogma end shining in its original parity is laid open to mankind. The 
“ Proselyte of the Gate " need only observe “the seven commandments which the 
children of Noah were commanded "and worship the God of Israel, the Law having 
been given to the Israelites alone jAccording to Maimonides 
fb), * Moses was commanded to compel all mankind to receive the seven command- 
ments which the children of Noah were commanded,” and our notionof the days 
of the Messiah according to the eame authority involves the belief that the Gentiles 
‘will become in effect “ Proselytes of the Gate,” and thus recognise the God of 
Israc!, It would therefore only be necessary to re-institute that ancient order, and 
mankind would have a religion before them entirely suited to the spirit of the age 
and more simple and easy in practice than any other extant, There would be, as it 
were, suddenly revealed to the world a new religion, a pure monotheism, with but 
few laws, and leaving every individual to worship the God of Israel according as he 
chose. 

It ie doubtful whether our ecclesiastical authorities will ever bring themselves 
to venture on such a step, even if pressed from withcut, involving as it would great 
responsibility on many considerations, It will be seen, however, that Judaism differs 
from all other religions in its teachings with respect to those who are beyond its 
pale, in not imposing upon them the obligation of its acceptance asa whole, It is 
consequently in every sense a universal religion, and miy justly be regarded as the 
future religion of mankind. Judaismia that respect may be viewed as a double 
revelation, It is one religion for the Jews and another for the Gentiles, who are 
equally boand to observe their part of it as the Jews are to accept the whole. On it 
therefore all men who are dissat.sfied with all other religions ought to build their 
hopes, containing as it does the gem they seek for, which only requires to be extracted 
from the surrounding mass, and those who understand aught of tho epirit of the 
age, or canread “the signs of the times,” will not deem it a mere outburet of 
enthasiasm tosay the day may not be far distant when the preservation of the 
Jewish religion in the age of Antiochus will be celebrated by the Gentiles,

OUR JERUSALEM LETTER. 


Excecative Committee recom. 


FROM OUB CORRESPONDEAMT. ] 
JERUSALEM, 24rm Nov, 138), 


The travels in Pa’estine of General Wallace, Minister-Plenipotentiary of the 
United States at Constantiaogle, have left bohind a sai souvenir for our oom 
munity. Oar Governor had sent an officer and some toldiers to meet his Exvelleacy 
at Jaffa, and his Secretary, our coreligionist Joseph Effendi Kriger, to welcome the 
General at Colonia. M. Kriger awaited at this place for some time the arrival of 
the Minister, and after having complimented him and remained in attendance og 
his Excellency almost until the moment of his departure, he took his leave in order 
to precede the Minister to Jerusalem, and to receive him agaia at the entrance to 
his hotel. When General Wallace returned the visit of Raouf Pasha, the Goveroor 
of this city, he complained that M. Kriger had not accompanied him from Colonia 
to Jerusalem, and that he would report this fact to the Saltan. The upshot of 
this complaint was that M. Kriger. has been suspended from bis functions, Thg 
General expressed his satisfaction with this step, but throughout Jerusalem its 
announcement was received with general regret. In a position in which he wag 
necessarily called upon to discharge some very delicate duties, M. Kriger suceeeled 
in gaining the sympathy of every community in this city, whilst the marks of 
acknowledgments which he received at the hands of various Earopean Priaces and 
of General Grant prove that he is not ignorant of the laws of etiquette, 

M. Kriger has, however, fallen a victim to the intrigues of a person connected 
with the American Consulate, who was annoyed at certain steps taken by our core- 
ligionist in fulfilment of osders he had received from the Governor, and which © 
resulted in unpleasant consequences for that official, It is believed that General 
Wallace allowed himself to be inflaenced by this individual, as. also by some well- 
known conversionists by whom he was constantly surrounded during his visit to 
this city. Be this as it may, the injury inflicted on Jewish interests by the suspen: 
sion of M. Kriger, whore profound attachment to his faith and his coreligionists 
is well known, cannot be overrated. No wonder, then, that the day on which tle 
unpleasant fact was made known was looked upon by our brethren in Jerusalem ss 
a day of mourning. | 

The representations which M. Kriger’s family made on his behalf to General 
Wallace having proved fruitless, an immense crowd of Jews awaited, at his hotel, 
his Excellency's return from an excursion. The childsen of our schools received bis 
Excellency with the singing of hymus, and the Chacham Bashi, accompanied by his 
venerable colleagues, presented a memorial to the Minister praying him to use Lis 
interest in favour of M. Kriger's reinstatem nt, and pointing out that he was the only 
public. functionary of the Jewish faith in Palestine. These representations were 
equally unavailing, the General replying that the dignity of his country would not 
permit him to pardon M. Kriger. The heads of the community are, however, c02- 
tinuing their intervention on behalf of this gentleman, and are about to invoke 
the powerful co-operation of our coreligionista in Western Europe and America in 
his favour. | 

The utmost sympathy is being shown to M. Kriger in his paioful situation, 
especially by non-Jews, and the Mufti (the head of the Mahomedan clergy), the 
European Consuls, and the chiefs of the monasteries are unremitting in their proofs 

of attachment and of acknowledgments for past services. |

The monthly meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewi ; 
held on fyunday last, at Silver's Rooms, Gower Street. Mr. 
LEOPOLD ScHLOss. one of the Vice-Presidents, in the Chair: Reve. A. L. Green 
and A. Liwy, Dr. Maurice Davis, Messrs. M. Aflalo, J. Bergtheil, H. H, Collins. BE. 
H. d'Avigdor. BE. J. Emanuel, E. A. Franklin, F. B. Halford, C. Q. Henriques, B, 
Kisch, H. G. Lousada, P, Magnus, L. BE, Pyke. B. Rosenfeld, AE. Sydney. 

Letters were read from Baron Henry de Worms, M.P., Mr. Ser jeant Simon, M.P., 
and the Rev. Profeersor Marke, thanking the Council for the votes of condolence 
arsed to them on their recent bereavements, It was resolved that the letters 
be inserted in the Minutes. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. G. Montefiore, resigning his seat on the Council 
owing to his inability to attend the meetings, The resignation was accepted. 

The Report of the Executive Committee was read, of which the following is an 


 gbetract : 


Brancues.—The honorary officers of Branches have been requested to make 
efforts for improving the financial status of the Association in view of the nece asity 
which has arisen to give a greater extension to the education of Jewish girls in the 
East.— Mr. Selim Samuel, Treasurer of the Coventry Branch, forwarded a remiitance 
from that Branch, and having resigned his Treasurership owing to his removal from 
the town, be has been succeeded by Mr, B. J. Vanderlyn.—The Melbourne Branch 
forwarced £580 as a further contribution to the Mansion House Fund for Relief of 
Russian Jews, making a total of £1,616 rent through that source. 

BAGDAD.—An application having been received from Bagdad to assist in the 
erection ard the maintenance of a Jewish infirmary, it has been pointed out in 
reply that the application is one which does not come within the action of the 
Avgic-Jewish Association. 

Monocco.—The Alliance in Paris forwarded to the Association an account of a 
famine at Rabat, which is inbabited by about 1,500 poor Jewish persons, all the 
wealthier Jews baving removed from the p'ace. Inquiries having teen made by 
the Executive Committee, the accounte were fully corroborated, and private charity 
was invoked to send relief to Rabat —The Joint-Committee of the Association and 
the Board of Deputies have received from the Foreign Office an acknowledgment of 
two memoranda forwarded to Earl Granville relative to the murder of Jacob El 
Riffi, of Tangier, and to the withho'ding from the Jewish poor of Mogador of the 
Sultan's bounty of relief. The letter from the Foreign Office adds that according to 
the desire expreesed by the Joint Committee the memoranda had been forwarded to 
Iler Majesty's Minister at Tangier. 

EDUCATIONAL SuBJECTS —Some difficulties were experienced in meeting the 


expenses of the Beyrout Schools, and the local Committee were therefere anxious to 


obtain from the As:ociation an additional subsidy, Various English books being 
required, astm not exceeding £5 has been voted by the Executive Committee to 
make the necersary purchases,—-Mr. Mark Samuel, President of the Toronto Branch, 
has forwarded £5 as a contribution to the Jaffa Agricuitural School in memory of 
the late M. Charles Netter.—The eupport hitherto. granted to the Orphanage at 
Jerusalem being at the present time urgently required, the Executive Committee 
recommend the renewal of the former grant.—Further correspondence from Persia 
dwells upon the utter inability of the Jews in the principal cities of that country to 
establish such schools as are needed, The Anglo-Jewish Association is therefore, 
implored to intervene and to provide religious and secular instruction for the desti- 
tute Jewish population, Upon this subject a correspondence has been re-opened 
with the Alliance Israclite, The Executive Committee recommend that the Council 
should make a grant in aid of the further training of Nathaniel Khodadad, of 
Teheran, who is at present studying in London, with the view of his eventually 
becoming a Jewish teacher in his native country.—The Secretary has been directed 
to communicate with several centres of Jewish settlements in the East for the pur 
-pote of urging the heads of the respective congregations to make common cause 
with the Anglo-Jewish Association and its sister institutions for the purpcse of 
improving the status of Jewish females 

~. In reply to a question of the Rev. A. L. Green, the SecukeTary. stated that he 
bad communicated with the Colonial Branches intimating that the Russian Relief 
Fund was closed ; and it was resolved that in the event of any further remittances 
from the Colonies being received for the Fund the Secretary should consult the 
parties as to whether the money sbould be returned or the amount applied for some 
other charitable purpose. 

On the motion of Mr B. Kiscu,a recommendation of the Executive Committee 

to renew the grant of £50 to the Jerusalem Orphanage was acceded to, 


In connection with a recommendation of the Executive Committee. to vote the © 


sum of £30 in part payment of the expenses for the training of N. Khodadad, a 
lengthy discussion took place on the general principle of .bringiog young men from 
the East for the purpose of training them aa teachers, and sending them back when 
they have fulfilled their studies to a-eist in furthering education in Oriental coun- 
tries. In the course of the debate it was stated that in a previous instance the 
Arsociation had not been successful in the training of a young man, but testimony 
was borne to the fact that in Morocco five young men, trained under the auspices 
of the Alliance in Paris, were doing good and useful work as teachers. It was 
suggested that the Council of Jews’ College shou'd be communicated with, and, on 
the motion of Mr. P. MAGNUS, seconded bg Mr, A. E. SYDNEY, the matter was 
referred back to the Executive Committee for consideration and report. 

The usual Financial Statement was :ead by Mr. E. A, Frankliao, the Treasurer. 

The SECRETARY announcd that it was intended to found a branch of the 
Association at Hall. 

The representatives of the Press were then requested to withdraw, 


JEWISH MIDDLE CLASS SCHOOL FOR GIRLS, 

Mr. J. J. Pope delivered his second lecture on the 30th November to a large 
audience, which consist d with few exceptions of ladies, at the Jewish Middle Clars 
School for Girle, Chenies Street, Bedford square. Sir Saul Samue!, K C.M.G.,, the 
Lewly-elected President of the school, occupied the chair, and brefly introduced the 
lecturer, whose subject was “ Fashion and Figure, or the Mistakes of our Medero 
Wardrob:s.”’ As the title implies, Mr. Pope animadverted in forcible terms on cer- 
tain absurdities by which modern attire was characterised, aud he pointed out 
humerous improvements which might be effccted in this direction, He earnestly 
appealed for tupport to the soup kitchens of the metropolis, as being the best aids 
for giving warmth to the poor. The lecture, which was given in that popular style 


for which Mr. Pope is noted, was interspersed with humourous anecdotes which | 


forth loud laughter. 

At the close of the lecture a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Pope 
on the motion of the Chairman, who observed that the echool was likewise deeply 
indebted to the Committee of the National Health Society for having introduced 
Mr. Pope to them. 

‘The Rev. A. Léwy, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, comment.d 
on the high position to which Sir Saul Samuel had raised himself both in the colony 
of New Scuth Wales and now at home, through his high moral charec'er and great 
tients. He hoped that the good exemple which Sir Saul had set to the community 
Wud be emulated by the pupils of the school, In returning thanke, the Cheirman 
expreseed his acknowledgement for the honour which had been conferred upon him 
by electing him to the presidency of the institution, and he assured those interested 
in the school that he would render it such services as might lie in his power, The

_The report of a sacrilege at one of tho Parisian Jewish synagogues 
which reached us last week has been confirmed by our Parisian contemporary, 
the Archives Isrcelites. The synagogue which was robbed was one of ths 
minor places of worship, and is situated in the Rae de la Boule Rouge, on the 
Faubourg Montwartre. The amount carried off by the thieves, who mast hive » 
secreted themselves in the synagogue during service, far from haviog been 
10,000 francs as ramoured, did not excesd a tew handred france. A week or 
two previously the synagegue at Neuilly, one of the snbarb: of Paria, was 
broken into and on this occasion some velaabia property was stolen from the 
building. [o neither instance have the thiewes been traced. . 

_ The Russo-Jewish colony, consisting of refogees forwarded from Brody, 
which has been formed i: Paris at the expeaove of the Comité de Bienfaisance, 
is making excellent progresa and the utmost barmony prevails between the 
new comers and their Christian neighbours. They have recently established a 
place of worship of their own. Natarally, this latest addition to the Paris 
synagogues id of a very modest character, the furniture and other necessary 
adjancts being of the plainest description. The consecration ceremony was 
of a very touching nature, as the present happy condition of the‘strangers 
was contrasted with their recent persecutions and hardships, 

The Budget Commission of the French Chamber bas decided to recommend 
the creation of a Chair of the History and Literature of the Middle Agrs at the 
celebrated Parisian Academy of learning, the Sorbonne. Should the Chamber 
vote the credit of 12,000 france demanded for this object, the first oocupant of 
the new Coair will be the ewiaent Jewish savant, M. Aréae Darmesteter, who 
already lectures on the same subject at the Sorbonne. 

Oor Parisian contemporary, the Univers Israélito, briefly notices in ite last 


* issue, with the object of returning to them later on, our recent articles advoca- 


ting the convocation of a Syood. The Editor, himself a Grand Rabbi (M. L. 
Wogue) expresses his belief that a reform would indeed be desirable on many 
poiute, that it is even desired by a namber of orthodox Ribbie ani might be 
realised by an @cumenical Synod, constituted according to Talmudio principles. 
Our con/rére feare, however, thut it is jaet a Syood of this nature which it would 
te difficult, if not impossible, to constitute in our actual situation, It is never- 
theless satisfactory to find that the necessity for a Synod is accepted in pria- 
ciple by an orthudox Jewish ecclesiact c in France, and there is no doubt that . 
the opinion he holde is shared by mauy of his reverend colleagues. 


THE JEWS IN AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Serious anti-Jowish disturbances have occurred in soveral villages of the 
district of Oedenburg (Hungary). So inflamed were the riotera that ia one 
plac> even the civil authorities and the police who were seat to restore order 
were attacked by the mob wi li such ferocity that they had to flee for their 
lives and take refuge io a charch 

W hilet anti-Semititism is rampant to great an extent in several parts of 
tLe Empire, the following incident illustrating the good feeling existing between 
Jew and Christians at Skala in Galicia is deserving of notice. On the arrival 
of the Bishop of Lemberg to consecrate a Greek Catholic Oburch, he was 
greeted at the entrance to the town by the members of the Jewish com- 
munity, with one of them beating a Scroll of the Law at their head. The 
utmost respect was paid by the Coristians to the Sepher Torah as it was borve 
aloft through the streets The first individual to address,the Dishop was the 
Deputy Burgomaster, a Jow. The worthy ecclesiastic who is extreme! 
popular ia his diocese warmly thanked the Jews for the cordial reception which 
th-y had given Liw, a reception ia which they had outvied the Obristians.

A report reaches ua that the Hungarian Ministry have ordored that a 
judicial inquiry shall be held into the conduct of the Juge d'lostruction Bary 
in connection with bis preliminary investigation of ‘the Tiez1-E>zlar mystery, 
aud expecially into the charges which have been brought against bi a of having 
tortured some of the witnesses and the prisoners, 

The Tiibunal at Nyiregyhaza bas ordered the exhumation ‘of the corpse 
found near Tiezi-Dida and which the Counsel for the defence of the Jewish 
prisoucré of Tieza-Kez!ar taaintata ia that of the missing Esher Solymosi. Tue 
University Professors Scheuthauer (the highest authority in Hungary on forensic 
medicine), Mibaikovics and Belky bave been entrusted with the fresh examina- 
tion the remains 

The Pesth journals report that a Jewish man and woman have beea 
arrested at Sarospatak on the ground of an assértion made by the boy Moritz 
Scharf, the son of the Tieza-Eezlar Shochet and the principal accused, that they 
‘were the actual persons «ho enticed Esther Solymosi into the synagogue on the 
day of her alleged wurder. 

On the other band the Fuggetlenseg, a notoriously anti-Semitic journal, 
aseerte as a positive fact that the actual murderer of Esther Solymosi bas been 
discovered, and that a confession will toon be made public which wili completely 
exonerate the unjustly imprisoned Jews from any participation iu the crime. 
Such a statement coming from a source 80 hostile to the Jews as the Fugget. 
lenseg deserves notice, 

Brvesers.—Brutsels is just now greatly excited by the trial of Léon Peltzer 
for the murder of M. Bernays, the advocate, of Autwerp. M. Bernays was a Jew, 
and embraced Christianity with a view to contracting the marriage which had so

DEATH OF THE PRIMATE, 


—_ 


Tue death of Archbishop Tait has many points of interest to English Jews 
All that interests our neighbours interests us and no Archbishop of Canter: 
bury in this country has been so prominent in the national life as the deceased 
Paimats. No Archbishop has done more to bind the Church together and 
to keep disestablishment from the Church’s door. And in his personal 
character Archbishop Tart was in every way an ideal of an English divine — 
and in many respects an ideal Englishman, 


There have been very few occasions on which the late Pammats 


| had to deal with Jewish questions, but on all of these he showed 
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himself kinaly disposed towards the Jews, 
country house to that of Sir Mcses Montrrione brought about a friendly 
intercourse with the venerable baronet, which must have served to heighten 
the Archbishop's knowledge and views of the Jewish character, His letter 
read at the Mansion House meeting was one of the most impressive among 
the many important communications then received. He specially deputed 
Canon Farrar to represent him on that occasion. 

The two great innovations of the late Paimata’s li'e—the Bishop of 
London's Fund and the Pan-Anglican Synod—have many points of interest 
tous. As Jews we cannot be indifferent to the spiritual welfare of our 
neightours, and a movement like that initiated by the Archbirhop when 
Bishop of London deserves all our sympathy. Just in the same spirit that 
moved Baron L. pgs Rotnscnitp and Sir Fraxcis Gotpsmip to aid in 
obtaining churches for the tenants on their estate, we can rejoice to eee the 
inhabitants of Greater London provided with spiritual instruction, which we 
can look upon, with Maimonipes, as preparatcry to Judaism. 
Pan-Ang'ical Synod with its tendency to cosmopolitanise the Church of 
England chimes in with the spirit of oar religion that binds all men in its 
aspirations. 

If there is one quality in the work of the late P.imate which rendered 
his life symmetrical], it was his abhorrence of extremes. Though it is too 
much to ray that he belonged to the Broad Charch, he yet distinctly steered 
between Evangelicanism and Tractarianism. He was thus enabled to give 
greater stability to the Establishment that it has ever possessed since the 
rise of Radicalism in 1848, “ Miallism,” as Mr. Marrnew Arnon calls 
it, the advocacy of Direstablishment, has sensibly diminished in force during 
the primacy of Archbishop Tarr, owing in large measure to his own modera- 
tion. It will be remembcred that to Mr. Disrag1i was dae the appointment 
of the deceased as Archbishop of Canterbury. 


As a body, Jews hold a peculiar relationship towards the Church of 
England. Almost alone among Nonconformist bodies, they have never, as 
a community, joined in the agitation for Disestablishment. Though it is 
probable that if the Church were disestablished, Jewish worship woul! 
receive some State aid as in France, and in some of the colonies, yet the 
merely material consideration is outweighed: by the far higher consideration 
of the spiritual harm that would probably be done by the struggle for 
aggrandisement among the different sects. A State Charch is by its secure 
position and oy its historic memories more tolerant than any dissenting sect, 
Besides, the very fact of these historic memories forms a bond of sympathy 
with a religious body like the Jews who live and move and have their being 
in memories of-a glorious past. Furiher,a State Church cannot be indiiler- 

ent to public opinion, and no danger would be anticipated of any severe 
- conversionist movement in the Charch in a country like England where 
public opinion is so strongly pronounced on the side of fair play. Arch- 
bishop Tair was a model Englishman in this regard, and his name was 
never prominently identified with any such movement, though his official 
position obliged him to act as patron to one of the conversionist societies, in 
which, however, he never took an active part, 


In his official capacity, therefore, the Jews of England have to acknow- 
ledge with gratitude the moderation of his counsel to the Church, the stabi- 
lity he gave to the Establishment, the extension of spiritual advantages to 
the metropolis and the spread of a feeling of wide brotherhood in Anglican- 
ism. Ag.in, in his official dealings as Bishopof London he showed himself 

at all times réady to act with friendly spirit towards the Jews. Wherever 
any case occurred within his jurisdition by which his right might have 
pressed heavily upon Jews be would invariably stretch a point to meet 
the peculiar circumstances of the case when applied to by the Jewish 
authorities, 


In his personal capacity, Archbishop Tait combined all the qualities 


that extort the greatest admiration among Englishman. An intense desire 
for justice, an abhorrenc: of sentimenta! extremities of opinion, a spirit of 
practical piety combined with reverend devotion, all met in him in proper 
proportion, None can give greater admiration and acknowledgem¢nt to such 
qualities as these in a model Englishman than English Jews, who owe 
to their existence in the English nation their own freedom of worship 
in this great country. We can stand in spirit at the grave to-day and 


recognise in him the Eng'ish qualities to which we owe our present position | 


in England, | 


Other aspects of the late Psimars's character are equally entitled 
to respect on the part of Jews as by all men of proper feeling. The 
intensity of his family affection, the charm of his relations with his wife and 
children appeal strongly to the same feelings that are 60 strongly implanted 
in Jewish bosoms, It is to such example ia high places, in the home of

The succession to the Primacy can only affect Jews as far as the chair 
of Archbishop Tarr is likely to be filled by a bishop with the same 
qualities. With remarkable unanimity the public opinion of this coan'ry 
points to the learned Bisnor of Donuaw as the most suitable occupant of 
the archiepiscopal see. How far the choice of Ilen Masesry and the 
Parmien may coincide with that of public opinion we cannot say. Bat if 
Bishop Liantroor be eelected, we shall have to rejoice in s»mething more 
than the qualities of moderation and toleration which equally distinguish 
him and the late Paimare. The Bisuor of Doanam has shown in the 
many scholarly works he has publi-hed a sincere and intelligent interest 
in Talmadic literature and one excursus of his on the Essenes is one of 
the most valuable contributions to that subject that has appeared of 
re-ent years. He has taken great interest in tie work of Dr, Scaiuse- 
Szixessy and availed himself of his learning on many occasions, English 
Jews would, therefore, rejoice at the elevation of Bishop Licurroor to the 
highest p'ace of the Anglican Church. 


DE\TH OF BARON J. L. DE MENASCE. . 


We record to-day the death of one of those Eastern merchant princes, a resident 
in Alexandria, with whose name._many of cur renters are well acquainted—we 
allude to Baron Jacéb Levi de Menasce. The deceased who diel on 
the 2nd ult , at the age of 75, had experienced a very eventful life. Born at Cairo 
in 1807, of Austrian parents, at 14 yeara of age he began business in Cairo on 
his own account, though in aemall way. At 16 years of age, as is common enough 
in the East, he entered into the marriage state, his wife being Esther, the daughter 
of the late Mr. Bahor Naggiar of Cairo, who still survives him. He toiled on 
successfully until he attained the age of 30, when in conjunction with Mr. Rahirun 
Aghion he opened out in a much larger way of ‘business as banker and merchant. 
In 1845 his eldest son married the daughter of Mr. Jacob Boy Catsaui. The position 
of the house being now established, in 1844 he further extended his sphere of 
operations and a partnership was entered into between himself, his son, Mr, Jacob 
B. Cattaui, Mr. Bracagren and Mr, Aghion, and a house was opened in Alexandria 
under the style of Messrs. J. L. Menasoe and Co. The success which attended this 
enterprise led, in 1850, to etill further expansion, and a house was opened in 
Marseilles, in conjunction with M. Roquerb, as M. Roquerb and Co, and another in 
Liverpool as Roquerb, Menasce and Brother, and also in Manchester, under the style 
of Mesers. F. Naggiar and Co, In 1454, the family having become very wealthy and 
numerour, led to the withdrawal of all partners beyond themselves, and the 
baron, together with his four sons—viz., B. L., Moise, Elie, and Joseph—ocontinned 
the several establishments under the style of Mesera. J. L. Me nasce, Sons and Co, 
in Alexandiia, Cuiro, Manchester and Liverpool. After a few y ears the houses in 
Manchester and Liverpool were discontinued and a house opened in London, 

In the year 1871 the deceased gentleman, at his own cost, erected a very hand- 
some synagogue in Alexandria, and purchased a burial gronnd at an expeaditure 
of not lees than £14,000, In 1875 he lost one of his sons (Joseph), and since that 
time he practically retired from businese, and he has been in failing health, arising 
partly from grief at the low of his son and partly from declining energy, con- 
equent upon the great exeriions of his earlier years. 3 

In him the poor of all claeses in Egypt have lost a warm friend, ani the public 
institutions a warm supporter. Io addition to the provision of thesynagogue and — 
burial ground before mentioned, the deceased was a large subscriber towards the 
erection of schools and hospitals, these schemes very often originating with him ; 
indeed, any benevolent object, whether Christian, Jewish, or Mahometan, found in 
him a generous supporter. His title of baron which he has enjoyed since 15465, was 
derived from Austria Hungary. Other distinctions were awarded him in Egypt 
and at Constantinople. He had filled in Alexandria for a long time a very 
distinguished position; many disputes were amicably arranged by him and 
It is worthy of note that there were 
living in a direct line, prior to his death, four generations, viz , himself, his son, his 
son's son, and hie son's son's ton, He leaves iseue three sons and three daughters, 
all married—the daughters being respectively Mrs. A, Piha and Mra, G. Naggiar, of 
Alexandria, and Mre. S. Francis, of Cairo. 

The deceased was buried on the 23rd uit, at four o'clock, and the funeral 
was attended by on immense concourse of people, All the Jews of 
Alexandria and many of the Christian and other leading merchants closed 
their places of business, and the Jews according to their manner made 
* Haspid.” All the principal residents were present, Jews, Christiane, 
and Mahommedans, the Consulates of the several nationalities, and a great 
force of police, The body, drawn by six black horses, was conveyed to the 
synagogue built by the deceased in 14571 —where the usual prayers at the burial of 
the dead were read—the spacious edifice was unable to contain the great body of 
people—and afterwards to the Jewieh burying ground. Immediately behind 
the hearse was an open carriage in which was borne a cushion, on which was set 
forth the insignia of the various orders to which the deceased belonged, and a very — 
large number of carriages followed,

A knock was heard one night 
at the door of a Jew, who at once responded to the summens, bat he never 
re-entered the house. After three days his wife informed the police of the dis- 
appesrance of her busband, and haviog given a description of the man who 
had knccked at the door, the police succeeded in capturing this individual. At 
the station he confeseed that he bad conspired with some friends to murder the 
Jew, and that as soon as the latter opened his door be was gagged iu -order to 

revent him from screaming. He was then carried off, aud after having boea 

linded he was stabbed to death: His’ body was buried ia a pit which the 


finding of the body in the spot indicated by the criminal. 

Great hardships are in s'ore for the Jess residing in the district of Kami- 
nitz-Pcdolsk, where the authorities are commencing to pat into operation the 
decree which forbids Jews to reside within 50 versts of the frontier. S>+veral 
Jewish families, incladiog foreignera, have already been expelled, an exception 
only being made in favour of such Jews as have been born in the «istrict. 

Disturbances on a smal! scale have recently occurred at Balta, the scene of 
the sinister outrages of last epring Oa the present occasion the aggressors 
were a nomber of youtbe, who contented themselves with breaking the windows 
of several houses inhabited by Jews, and with throwing stones at Jews passing 
through the streets. The disturbances would probably have extendei but for 
the prompt action of the police who arrested the yuung rioters. 

The Zemstwo of the district of Caersoa has bee: cond deradly annoye! 
at the fact that at a recent municipal election as many Jews were elected as 
Chrietians, viz., tix, and that in addition the pre-iding officers were choven from 
among the Jewish members. commudicating this occurreacs to ths Senate 
at S, Petersburg, this body ruled that the masicipa! boly at Casrsoa came 
within the scope of a law «flecting the composition of certain public bodies, by 


which the number of nou-Christian members is limited to a third ofthe whole. | 


A gratifying example of goodwill: towards the Jews is reporte! from 
Palingen (in the Government of Coarland), where a school has been opened at 
the expense of Count Tishkovitch for the education of Jewish as well as 
Christian children. The schoolhouse is likowise the gift of the Coaat, who has 
further promised to give a large aunual subsidy towards meeting the expenses. 
He bas stipulated that Jewish stadents shall be exempted from attendance on 
their Sabbaths and festivals, 

As a further illustration of the fact that Jows in Russia are not ia the 
habit of evading military eervice to the extent with which they have been 
charged, we may mention on the authority of the Odeski Listok that io that 
part of Odeesa which is known by the name of Alexandrowski, only six Chris- 
tians presented themselves on the day appointed by the military authorities, 
whilst the number of Jews who responded to the summons was teventy-‘our. 

Now that the minds of the leading Jews in the Russian capital are becom- 
ing more tranqguillised, they are agaia torning their atteotion to their internal 
affairs and to the improvement of the risiog generation. A meeting, attended 
by several Jewish notabilities and savunis, was held at St. Petersburg on the 
2Jrd ult., when it was resolved to establish a society with the object of pro.wot- 
ing a more extensive knowledge of the Hebrew language ani literature among 
the Jewe in Russia. The Society will not orly publieh old and new 
worke,but will also offer prizes for the best essays written ia Hebrew, A com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up a series of statutes, and it waa also resolved 
to solicit offictal sanction for the formation of the society. 

The 8t. Petersburg correspondent of the Times telegraphed on Sunday : 
“The Rasso-Jewish jouraal, the Sunrise, says :—‘It ia with great regret that 
we are obliged to declare that the ant:-Somitic epirit which reigned previous

The colonisation movement bas been received with great enthusiasm by the 
Jewish students at the High Schools and Gymnasium in Bucharest who have 
founded a society bearing the name of Mr, Laurence Oliphant to further this 
object. This Oliphant society (there being several in other parte of Roumania 
of the same name). already possesses a fund of 16,000 francs. 

The Director of the Agricultural School of the Alliance Israélite Universelle 
at Jaffa is cordially co-operating with the heads of the sociéty “ Pioneers of 
Zion” in that town—the society founded by Russian Jews to promote the 
colonisation of the Holy Land—and he bas selected seven men from among the 
coloviste, who are being boarded at the school, where they are receiving 4 
proper agricultural training. Favocrable repurts have been received of their 
progress. 

The movement has aroused sympathy even in the remote region of Sumatra 
(East Indies), where a fund is being raised to aid this object. A first insta). 
ment consisting of several hundred francs has already been for varded to 
Jassy.

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“PALESTINE FOR THE JEWS,” 


[FROM A CORRE:PONDENT]. 


The scheme of once more gathering the Jows in their ancestral home, col- 
jecting them from the various parts of the world over which the chosen people 
is scattered, and to see them establish there a separate, political community, is 
by no means @ new one, but is to be traced back to the Jewish prophecies, 
poems, religious teachinge, nod the aims and wishes of the Jewish nation itself. 
It was, however, reserved for our own times to give this idea some practical 


shape. 


It would be agreaterrorto look upon Mr. Laurence Oliphant as an enthusiast, 
guided only by religious or sentimental motives, because be takes up the plan 
of Jewish colonisation in Palestine so energetically.’ He is certainly anythir¢ 
but that; on the contrary, Mr. Oliphant shows himself a matter-of-fact man, a 
thoroughly practical observer, for whom old-world traditions and poetic visions 
have only a value in as much as they may be made instramental in fur.hering 
the great practical and commercial interee’s of the age. lie would be the last 


to think of reviving an ancient Jewish kingdom, and to fit a piece of Old Tes-. 


tamert religious life into the framework of our modern life ; but he has theo- 
retically and practically studied the question of a Jewish colonisation of 
Palestine from a religious, a politicc-commercial, ard a humane point of view 
more thoroughly than anybody else can boast of, ani bas thus arrived at the 
result that the plan is by no means a chimerical one, but that, on the contrary, 
it is practicable on a large scale, and would then prove a blessing for the Jewish 


race; but also at the same time a very bencficial measure not only for the East, 
but for the whole civilized world. , 


But—Jews as well as Gentiles will ssy—the Jews, with the cxception of 
some religious enthusiaste, have not the remotest idea of wishirg to return to 
Palestine, they have long since perfectly acclimatized themselves in their differ. 
rent adopted countries ; they feel so well there that they do not wish for a 
change, and Palestine would be the last place they would choose to make a 
liviog as cultivators of the soil. Where did they ever prove to be a people fit 
for agriculture, and how should they now, contrary to a habit of thousands of 


years, suddenly take it into their heads to renounce en masse their favourite | 


occupation—trade, in which they haveachieved such magnificent resu!ts, au! to 
take to the plouglsebare and epade ? Bat, admitting such a possibility or even pro- 
bability, would ancient religious influences aad historical traditioas ba powerful 
enough for a practical people that are always takiog beed of circumstances, to 
anything but 
coun'ry where milk and honey floweth, but iather a land whose stony and 
meagre éandy soil promises but a very inadequate reward for the capital and 
labour spent on it by the cultivator? But should it even be poasitle to find there 
a fertile district, should Palestine nowadays cease to be the barren, unproductive 
country which modern travellers have almost unanimously represented her to 
be, what gaarantees for the maintenance of security. and order are held out to the 
colcniste, how could they be protected from the rapavious propensities of the 
native tribes, or even from the well-known cxtortion practised by the Turkish 
officials? All these questions have been put by Mr. Oliphan', and anawered in 
such a way as to give satisfaction even to the most sceptical, incredulous reader, 
and these answers acquire an additional force, coming ae they do 
from a man who is so well and intimately acquainted with all the local cir- 


cumstances. 


Aa to the question io the first placa, whether the Jews the nselves wish to 
return to Pelestine, it cannot unconditionally be answered either in the affirm- 
ative or in the negative. Many wish it, others see no reason to nourish euch a 
desire, just as ie the case with emigration generally. As long ago as 
the time of the Babylouian exile, opicions oa this point were at variance ; even 
then many Jews preferred remawing in Mesopotamia, aad their descendauts are 
said to be living in that country in considerable numbers. 


A large Jewish emigration from Palestine occarred evea duricg the ante- 
Christian centuries, for Jewish merchants were found in most all tho priacipal 
F row. 
Paris and London, from Germany, Holland, and the Uusited States no great 
numbere would be found to emigrate to Palestine, nor would even Jew-baiting 
Berlin farnizh a large contingent. In all these cities and countries the condition 
of the Jews is such that by far the greater portion of them aro fairly satisfied 
and could hardly be induced to change their place of residence, which in most 
cases implies a change of occupation and of the whole busiavss of life, The 
case, however, is different ia some other countries, | 

As regards the alleged antipathy of the Jews to agriculture, it certaia'y 
does not unconditionally apply to the whole raco, In the outset it might bo 
traced back to religious groande. 


even in our own century the possession of land by Jews was, in many countries, 
forbidden by legislation. As long as the Jews were united in Palestine they 


- mostly pursued agriculture, aod Palestiue was then a fertile and well cultivated 


territory. Nor are modera Jews wanting in examples of thriviog Jowis agri- 
cultural colonies. It is true that the agricultural settlement, fouaded at Jaffs 
by the Alliance Israélite Universells has not proved a complete success, but 
this is to be attributed on the one band to its unfavourable situation, close to 
the frontier of the sandy downs, by which the fertile portion of the land is 
surrounded, and on the other band to the want of protection from the rapacity 


of the local government aud the enmity of the native cultivators. Amongst the 


Jewieh settlers in Palestine many very eucccesful egrivulturiste are to be found, 
At Lydda, not far from Jaffa, there has grown up witbin late years & Jewioh 
colony of 55 families, who have nearly 2,000 actes of ground under successful 
ultivation, At no great distance from Acro there is, and has been for centaries,

a large Jewish agricultural colony, whose flourishing state furnishes the best 
proof of the industry and competence of its inhabitants. 

In Morocco many of the Jews are agriculturista, and in Russia too 
there are many Jewish agricultaral colonies. The fact that several handreds of 
Roamanian families have emigrite! to Palestine and a still larger numer of 
Rassian Jews to the United States, in order to parsus the cultivation of laa, 
cqually proves that antagonism to agricultaral can certainly not be 
said to appertain to the whole race. Moreover, Mr Oliphant points out that the 
Jews emigrating to Palestine, provided they have some capital, however smal), 
will by no means be thrown exclusively upon their owa labour as cultivators, as 
there are nut wanting competent hande, whose acrvices can be secured for very 
low wages. 

With respect to the most important question of all, viz, in how far Pales. 
tine would be capable of opening up a favourable prospect for agricultural 
activity, Mr. Oliphant, ia bis work “ Toe Lint of Gileal,” givos the most trast- 
woriby information. The portion of the Holy Land situated weat of the Jordan 
can hardly come into account for colonisation, for it contains relatively few 
fertile regions, and these are already almost completely takea up by settlers, 
Gilead, sitnated on the other side of the Jordan, has indeed freqnently been 
designated as a barren, stony desert ; yet many former tourists have pointed 
out that several regions might be brovght under coltivation to great advantage, 
TLe region chosen by Mr. Oliphant asthe best adapted for colonisation com- 
prises nearly the whole country of Belka, from the River Ornon in the South to 
the Jabbok River in the Nurtb, the latter flowing into the Jordan about mid-way 
between the Dead Sea and the Lake of Galilee. To the East the colony would © 
be limited by the old Hadji road from Damascus to Mecoa, and might, in case 
of reed, still farther be enlarged by portions of the proviace of Oylun, situated 
northfof the River Jabbok, | The whole district would embrace a million to « 
million and a half acres. To the West, the Jordan and the Eastern Coast of 
the Dead Sea form the natural-frontisr. DB sides, the Belka district offers the 
advantsg» that the whole ground is Crown property, aad cin be dispo ted of by 
the Ottoman Goverom nt without prejadice, whilst the acq iisition of lan! ta 
the Oylon district, being the property of the several communities, would be 
attended with greater difliculties. 

The great variety of vegetation in Eastern and Western Palestine has 
been pvinted out by all visitors. Nothing is more desolate, more uniform and 
deserted than the chain of bare bhilla by which the western shore of this very 
remaikable basin is fringed, whilst the eastern coasts are overgrown with trees, 
shrabe, and flowers of alracet tropical luxuriance. Groupsof paling altéraate 
with poplars ani willows, wild almond and fig trees, white thora and olsandera, 
which cover the steep declivities of tho hills, and enclose the waters rashiag 
through the ravines—as; for instance, the hot springs of Callirhoe. Within the 
region Mr. Oliphant intends for the futu-e colony lies t he famous plain of 
Shittim, which has frequently beea described as the most fertile part along the 
This district, excee liagly well irrigated, aod covered 
by a rich vegetation, bas an extent of six miles from. east to west, and about 
double from north to south, Situated about 1,00 feet below the sea level, frosts 
are unkaown in the plains, and the climate in winter is even more temperate 
than that of Egypt, whilst the great.heat of the sumwer allows of the cultiva- 
tion of all tropical plants. As appears from the most modora and most exact 
explorations, it. was here, on the plain of Shittim, situated on the north-east 
coast of the Dead Sea, that at one time four large cities existed. 

Proceeding upwards from the hot, sem'-'r>pical 6 hores of the river Jordan 
and passing through a middle zone, the plains of Moab acd the highlands of 
Gilead are reached, the latter being situated more thao 4.000 feet above the sea 
level, and more than 5 500-feet above the plain of Shittim. ‘Tue vegetation of 
the two regions is said to be as divergent as it is gen:rally only the caso with 
a difference io elevation of 10,000 feet. 

So much is certain, that upon no other point of the globe such a plenitude 
of the most diverse products of the soil can be raised in a spice so limite! ina 
proportion, To a certain extent the valley of the Jordan would serve the 
colony as a large hot-house, wherein palms, cotton, ladigo, sugar, rice, sorghum, 
ban «nas, pineapples, yauis, aod sweet potatoes might vs raised. A little higher 
up the climate is exceedingly well adapted forthe plantation of tobacco, maizs, 
castor oil, flax, hirse, melons, coriander, aaisesd, po aegrarates, oranges, aad 
figs. Higher still, upon the heights of Moab and Gilead, wheat, barley, and 
pulse are growing, but none the lees olives aud the viae. Gilead might become 
an excellent wiae-growiog couatry, but could be alapted eqrally well to the 
culture of silk-worme, whilst among the wild trees tiere are maay that 
yield valuable produce. All kiads of fruit of Soathera Europe, chiefly pears, 
apricots and plows, thrive exceedingly well here, whilat little bigher up 
apples, peare, aud vegetables must yield a plentifal retura, The Dead Bea, 
washing the foot of these fertile regions, wuuld also contribute towards the 
wealth of the colony. According to Mr. Oliphant’s investigations there are here 
icexhaustible layera of chlorate of potash, of which Eogland uses 200,000 tons 
a year, whilst petroleum, asphalte, and other combustibles are to be found ia 
great quaatitics. | | 

The cultivation of the soil, as well as the gaining of mineral prodace could 
be cariied on under exceptionally advantageous conditioas from the lowness of 
the price of labour, and the facility of transportation to the #98 coast. ‘Tue 
necessary Lands might be obtained from various sourcos. In the first instance, 
there are sowe settied Arabic tribes, who, until now, have been caltivating the 
land for the Beni Sukbrs, the governing nomadic tribe, aad who would certainly 
prefer to render the same services to stativoary cologiste, Tusa the Fellas 
from Eastern Pal. stine would come across the JorJas ia large numbers, if they 
could fiad there @ profitable market for their labour. From all paris of Palestine 


‘the land of Gilead can easily be reached ia two or three days’ journey. Good 


ficld labourers might also be imported at little cost from Roumania and Bulgaria, — 
where thousands of the poorer Mahomedan clase, who bave mostly been tillia — 
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the ground hitherto, woul! certainly bo willing to ths Jewish 
grants to their new homes, Lastly, there can certainly bo no lack of destitate 
Jewer, who would be glad to take service as field labourers with their more 
vealihy coreligionistsa, Bat the greatest advantaze ia no doubt to be found 
in the employment of native hande, as they are accustomed to the climate, 
temperate, good-naturcd and very tractable. 

TLe settlers might either pay their labourers ia money, orallow thom a share 
in the retorne, as it ie row practiced almost throughout Palestine and Syria. In 
Western Palestine the Fellahs’ wages average betwesn five and six shillings a 
week, whilst the women receive balf, and boys and girls at the utmort two 
shillings. East of the Jerdan the animals require! for cultivatien are to be 
hatl very modera‘ely ; westward they range somewhat higher, but are yet rather 
cheap in proportion to what is paid in Enropsan conntries Cum ste cost from 
£20 to £30, mules £12 to £15, oxen £8 to £14, horace £3 to £10, donkeys £3 


to £6, sheep Se. to and goate are even cheaper still. The animale are | 


mostly fed with barley and cut straw, and the annual keep of a horse only 
amounts to £8 or £10, 
Asitvever rains between May and October the wheat need notb: stasks],and 
the open threshing-floora upon which it is threshed, are a remarkale feiture of 
the country. The climate is 6o mild, that open wouden sheds fully suffice for 
stalles and outhouses. As to barna mach use is mate of the nataral hollows 
that frequently occor in those stony bil!-countries, and which may easily be mads 
wider to suit such purpose. The agricultural implements are of a most simple 
primitive construction ; a light wooden plongh, which a man can easily carry, 
and that ie drawn by a single ox, is fully sufficient to plough the ground 80 as 
to yield an abundant harvest. Nothing is known of manuring, enclosing, 
trenchirg, draining—all these manipulations are dispense] with, although, if 
resorted to, the Larvest would no doubt be improved Even unirrigated land 
Fometim¢s proves very fertile, whilst, if irrigated it often yields four harvests a 
year. East of the Jordan the country in some places is of a surprising fertility, 
and the few agriculturists now residing there, are laid an ler very 
heavy coutribution by the Arabs aod have to take their produces to far distant 
ina; kets.on the camel's back, yet contrive to amasa great wealth in a very short 
time. The western part of the country which Mr. Oliphant his in view for the 
colony is le.# than a day's journey from Jerusalem, For the bezinning all wante 
could be supplied from there, whilstit wonld also be the markct for the produce. 
Later on, Haifa, situated close under Mouat Car.nel, would form the natural 
export harbour from the colony. Thence there would have to be built a railroad 
to ‘Liberias, when a branch line, running aleng the Jordan valley as far as the 


Northern coast of the Dead Sea, would Jead into the centre of the colony. Ths > 


distarce from the last named poict to Haifa is not more than 73 miles, and the 
construction of this line ranning through an entirely flat countzy would not 
offer the least difficulty. 

It has teen pretended that the horles of pilferiog Arabs would greatly 
impede the Colonization of Palestine. his obstacls has beea exagzerael. It 
is true that the nomadic Beni-Sukbrs are a powerful trib» that can never be kept 
in legal bounds, and with whom it would be impossible to live on a friendly 
footing. They would have to be driven back by an armed force across the 
Hadji road and prevented from returning by means of a miliary cordor, covered 
by the forts already existing along that road, or their good behaviour could be 
purchased. The Arabe settled in the Belka distric’, tributary to the Beu'-Sukhre 
would gladly welcome this measure, for they have themselves muc} to suffer, 


from thew. These Belka Arabs are perfectly peaceable cultivators of the land,and © 


would prove a very useful labouring class. When several years ago Syrian and 
Circassian colouiste settle! in’ the eastern part of Palestive, some few scldiers, 
guided by an energetic officer, succeeded io subj-cting the Boni-Sukhrs and in 
compelling them to pay al! imposts in arrear, If the country for the new coluny 
were purchased frown the Porte in dae and legal form, i: would be under 

obligation to protect the colony, which it could easily manage to de, Besides, 
its proeperity would be ia Turkey's own interest, 

Lastly, the principal question has certainly yet to be consid. red, viz, the 
attitude of the Otten.an Goveroment in regard to the scheme. Is the Sublime 
Porte likely to favour ite realization ?— Mr. Oliphant, on having cowpleted Lis 
explorations on the spot, went to Constantinoyle, in order to make sure as to this 
peint. Kbairé’din Pasha was then at the head of the Cabinet, and this enlight- 
eved diplomatist, unbiassed by avy purely Mahometan prejadice, entered into 
the mattcr with the greatest readiness, fully appreciating the advantages to be 
derived from it for his own country. Proof was furvished to the Porte that this 
was by no means, es feared by some, a plauned annexation of Turkish territory 
by Western Powers, seeing that no singls Power inteuded to exercise a protec- 
torate over the projected cclony, but that the latter should al ways recognise the 
sovereignty of the Porte. It was shown how the colony woald increase the 
revenue of the Fmpire, add to it a floutishing region, inbabited by peaceful and 
law-abiding citizens, who only claimed the right of settling their own affairs and 
tLe dispensation from military rervice in Turkey, privileges which were already 
er joycd by the Christian population of the Lebanon. It was urged that io a 
wholly isolated deserted «gion the nucleus of a rich, flourishing province would 
be formed, and thatincalcaulable advantages would accrue to the commercial 

— eentres of Asia ard Africa by the creation of an important trade communication 


between Syria and Egypt. If Khaireddio Pasha had remaived some time longer — 


at the bead of affairs, a provisional arrangement would probably at once bave 
been mate with the Porte ; bat be fell, and power was regained by the old 


corrupt bareaucracy, with whom no attempt at decentialization and Ivcal self- 


government can fiud favour. | 
Whether conside,ed from a historical and archeological, a commercial or 
political point of view, Palestine possesses an interest and an importance unlike 
any other region of a similar extent in the whole of Tarkoy io Asia. Mr. 
Oliphant is to eure to succeed sooner or later, that he does not even deem it

WHERE IS MOUNT SINAIL? 


A remaikable theory was recently broached by the anthor of “ The Hebrew 
Migration from Egypt,’ the second edition of which we hai occasion 


to notice last week The writer (Mr. Baker Greene), whose anonymit 
base now been unveiled, contends that the asacee of Rvelation 
was in Tdemaea and in the neighbourhood of Petra, Tae hy pothesis 


not altogether a novel one—for in 1834 something like it was srgzested by Dy. 
Beke—is so opposed to popular notions of Biblical geag'aphy that if it ig to 


- find acceptance with os, we shall need to read the narratives of the Psntatench 


over agaio frow a fresh poiat of view. Such being the signitisancs of thig 
theory, we need no apology for traversing soms of the main arguments employed 
in ile sopport. The Bible records the flight of Moses to Midian, in which 
country the Deity appeared to him in a barning bush—Sereh. Tas connection 
between the Seneb, which és styled by the sacred historian “ the mount of G4 
even Lloreb” and Sizai is so apparent, that if Midiaa can be idsotificd with 
[dumaea or some part of it, we ave already furnished with presumptive evidence 
ia favour of the localization of Sinai in the latter country. [t happens that 
there are several grounds for such an identification. Various prisages in 
Scrip'ure connect the Midiasites and [sraeclites together and fix their abode ig 
“the east coustry.” From the narrative of Bilaam they appar ty have 
inhabited the neighbourhood ot Mva>. Josephus tells us that the pistoral 
work in which the danghters of Ragael (the priest of Midian) wers engage l 
‘was costomary and very familiar for womea to do in the couatry of the 
Troglodytes.” The Bib'e itself describes Hobsh, which was another name of 
of the father-ic-liw cf Moses, Kenite, ie, a “Troglolyte.” Now the 
“ Troglodytes” or cave-dweilers were inhabitants of Idumaea. It is also a 
carious fact that Raguel was not only the nane of Moses’ father-in-law, bat 
was also borae by one of the descendants of Esaa who settled in Edom. So 
that there is a concurrence of testimony to identify Midian with Idumaea. Bat 
there are several viber grounds for fixing the scene of the Tueophany 
to the east of the Arabab. The Biblical namo for the ® Troglodyte” 
was lLlorits which has the eame signification— cave-dwellera,” and 
it ia surely not unreasonable .to assoame a connection between Horites 
and Huoreb, alibough the derivation of Paran from the same’ root is, ia’ 
cur opivsion, somewhat questionable. It may be further mentioned 
that the narrative in the First Book of Kings which describes the visit of the 
prophet Elijih to the Mount of God, Horeb, so. far from disproving the theory 
Materially strengthens it. is mach more likely from ths analogy b tween 
the experience of Moses and E! ja, that the later fastel forty days on Modot 
Horeb itself; than, as is. generally suppose}, on his way thither. Taere is 
nothing in the language of the narrative itself to counteaancs the supposition 
that when the prophet left Becr-3aeba he under.ook a jouraey of forty days, 
Thus it becomes probab!e that the Moant of God which Elijah visited. was two 
or three days’ jouracy from the South of Ja lea, ia other words was in Liamara. 
But the most importent argument is that based on the language employed in 
the Songs of Moses aod D-borah and by the Prophet Hab akuk, all ot 
which, if we bad +pace for the quotation of varicus patsiges, would be found to 
identify the Mouut of Gold witu Seir which is Edom. 

There are several mivor cons‘derations, all leadiog to the saine conclasion, 
ia diffi ult to vs hov the Amileki es who livelin the Soath of Jules, 
and were deeceadants of Esan, could have oppose! the [srasli es on their 
eutrance to. the Sivaitic Pesinsula, and the more 80 whea we remember that this 
tribe afterwards confronted their euemies ia S:ir, Tha silence, too, of the 
Hebrew retords as to auy Ezyptian settls nant in the Peainsula is not ewily 
accounted for, if we suppore the Israelites traversed the heart of it. Not qaite 
unimportant is the probable connection betwcen the name Kadesh, where the 
Israclites abode “m-ny days” aod the “ holy” spot on waich the Duity 
revealid Himself to Lis pcople. lt is curious that Eusebius io the * Oavmas- 
ticon " descrioes Horeb as *‘ the Mount of God, in the region of Mitiao, near 
Mount Sinai, over Arabia in the desert.”

Kasebius further ideattiss Kviesh with 
the “ Spring of Jadgment,” which the author of the “ Habrew Migration 
believes to bs another for Massah and Moaribah, Essk aad Sitaa’. Tay 
rewatks of Eusebius aod Jerome are again rewarkably confine! by the ba~ 
gumists and Josephus, although the passages in which they identify Petra, 
Kadesh and the Waters of Strife are somewhat too long to quote hers.

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ALGerta.—The anti-Semitic agitation in Algeria has had the effect of con- 
siderably reducing the number of Jews having seats in the Manicipal Councils of 
the principal cities. This has especially been the case in Algiers and Oran, In the 
last named city a meeting of ali the journalists was held prior to the elections, at 
whioh it was resolved that every effort should be u-ed to exclude the Jews from the 
Municipality, so bitter is the feeling in the press against our Algerian coreligionista. 
At Tlemcen the movement has spread to such an extent that placards have been 
posted on the walls advocating the annihilation of the Jews. 


STOCKHOLM —On the initiative of Herr Valentin, Rector of the University and 
President of the Jewish Community in Stockholm, a special service was held by the 
Jews in that city on the 259th anniv reary of the death of the great Swedish King 
Gustavus Adolpbus. This proceeding has created a deep impression. and has been 
unianimously eulogised by the press and in Christian circles generally as an emphatic 
tes tmony to the patriotism of the Jews.
